Fiske’s representative in the business, they said 
among each other, ‘This firm is established 
now, and we will let it run on as.Gould Bros., 
and add the name of Diblee, making it Gould 
Bros. & Diblee.“ J. W. Gould was still in the

OF MR. GOULD’S PERSONAL CHARACTER 

I can truly sey, and you will all bear me out, 
that everybody that knew him qniy knew bim 
to love bin, He ‘was a great favorit with 
everybody, and most deservedly so,—a man of 
exceedingly generous disposition, full of life 
and animation, and with a heart as big as an ox.

„Has Mr. Gould’s family been sequamted 
with the sad news!” qusried the reporter of 
Gen. Waite. 

“One of my frientis Bays he nas seem a letter 
from Mrs: Gould to her son, dated New York, 
Dec. A, stating that she supposed his 
father» had arrived dere by this time.

GEN. WAITS. 
HIS ACCOUNT OF THE TRAGEDY. 

A reporter called on Gen. Watte, at whose 
rooms the sad sccident took place, and asked 
him to make a detailed statement concerning it. 

Wie bad been very much towether lately,“ said 
he, and whenever I came down-town to ſunen 
(lam ip business on Water street) I frequently 
dropped. into Gould’s store for him. About 1 
o’clock, or a little before, to-day I dropped in, 
and it was proposed that we go to lunch tageth- 
er. I took bis horse, Which was in front of the 
store, nd Gréve over to La Salle street to do 
an-errand, and when I returned we started out 
to lunch. He proposed that we go to my rooms 
a moment. When J got to the hall-door I found 
it a little open. The negro. Joe takes 
care Of my rooms, and gives them « thor- 
ough cleaning every Saturday, Wen 1 
found che door ajar 1 pushed it open 
and called out, Joe.“ There Was no response 
I was somewhat surprised, and thonght that 
burglars had been there. When I got icto my 
rooms I gave 4 hasty glance around end saw 
that everything was all right We both re- 
marked that Joe was pretty careless, but con: 
cluded he was probably in the building. Then 
Gould, who was very fond of practical jokes,— 
was full of them all the time,—taid: ‘ Let's play 
‘a joke on Joe, and make him believe that burg- 
lars came in during Dis absence. It will teach 
bim to be mefe careful. Let throw things 
around a little and seerete ourselves.’ He went 
to my bed and took off a beaver robe, saying, 
‘He will miss this the first thing when he comes 
in, and he carried itt into the parior, 
aud threw d back of & large ‘easy: 
chaff. Next he took another robe and thréw it 
ou the floor, and disa rrauged some little things. 
He did everything, but I assented to it by my 
silence, and that is what I olame myself for. 
I then started out, and went into the rear part 
of the house, ahd he followed me. We went 
into the bath-room, and were there when Joe 
returned. In 4 coaple of minutes we heard the 

door closé, and Joe came In. I heard him walk- 
tug about the flat, and preseutly he came back 
in the rear, passed through the kitehen. and ap- 
proached the bath-room. door. Ia the méan- 
time Gould bad gone to the door, and was 
listening, av it ajar Joe put bis hand 
against the. door, and Gould pushed it to. 
That, ot course, frigbtenea Joe, 
and be called out; ‘Who ft in 
there?

AFGHANISTAN. 
CONTINGED ANXIETY. 
By Cuble. 
Lorpon, Dec. 27.—There is continued military 
anxiety in regard to Afghanistan. Dispatches 
arrive fitfully. The official intelizence is still 
meagre, and much information is manifestly 
withheld, The junction of the forces of 
Gens. Gough and Roberts, reported in 
a Labore dispatch to the Daily News, 
is still unconfirmed. The Standard of the same 
date mentions a like rumor. which is evidently 
only bazaar gossip. The Daly News to-day pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Cabul on the 14th 
inst., which has hitherto been with- 
held .by the Viceroy. It discloses for 
the first time the extent of the 
danger Gen. Roberts was in at that date. Gen. 
Baker having stormed the hights between 
Shirpur and Chardet, his troops sacked the 
Cabul suburb. This barbarity exasperating 
the Afghans, 30,000 of them retook 
Gen. Baker's position, recaptured two 
guus, and drove the English out 
in a disorderly retreat. The final evacuation by 
the English of all the positions outside Stirpur 
was effected steadily, but the Ghilzais’ fire 
was tremendous. The enemy’s bravery is 
acknowledged. They advanced to within a few 
hundred yards of the English guns, and the cor- 
respondent admits that the army is 
ONLY ABLE TO HOLD SHIPUR, 
thereby contradicting the Viceroy’s recent state- 
ment. He admits also that there are only 300 
rounds of ammunition per man, and that the 
troops are mounting guns in expectation of an 
Afghan attack. The Viceroy systematically 
suppresses pews from Cabul that is inconsistent 
with his own rose-colored theories.

MrLWavuEsEs, Wis., Dec. 37.—The North Chi- 
eago Rolling-Mill Com pany which also operates 
the rolling-mills and blast<furnaces at apd near 
Bay View, and the iron-mine and biast-furnaces 
at Iron Ridge, is erecting up less than 100 kilus 
for prodacing charcoal in the hardwood lands

ni Wonderfal Invention to Be Given te the 
Public in a Few Days, |

&pecial Dispatch to The Tribune 

Nuw Yor, Dec, 28.—There was no lack of 
enthusiasm or confidence about Mr. Edison as 
be greeted the reporter who entered his labora- 
tory at Menlo Park to-day. The mventor with 
grimy bands led the way through bis workshop, 
and willingly explained the distinctive features 
of what he and many others look upon as 
an apparatus which will soon cause gaslight to 
be a thing of the past. The first place visited 
was the room in which the furnace for carbon- 
izing paper is situated. The furnace ts of the 
ordinary pattern, and on the coals rested a horse- 
shoe mold in which the bristol-board to be 
charred was placed. Over each horseshoe a 
piece of tissue-paper was placed and the 
whole washed until all the material of 
cardboard, except the carbon, was taken away. 
When the filaments were taken from the mold 
they Fesembled pieces of black thread. The 
particles 

HUNG TENACIOUSLY TOGETHER, 
however, and the black horseshoe was easily 
placed in the platinum clamps of the globe of 
the lamp. Exhausting the air takes piace after 
the carbon is put in position, and when this 
is done the lamp is complete. “As there 
is po oxygen to burp,” said Mr. 
Edison. you can readily see this piece of-car- 
bon will last an ordinary lifetime. It has the 
property of resisting the beat of the current of 
electricity, while at the same time it becomes 
incandescent aud gives out one of the most 
brilliant lights the world has ever seen. The 
cost of preparing one of these little horseshoes 
of carbon is about one cent, and the entire lamp 
WILL COST NOT MORE THAN 2 cunts.” 

Here the inventor gave a practical illustration. 
He was standing just under an ordinary eas | 
chandelier in which two of his lamps were 
burning. He took one of the lamps ont, and it 
appeared simply as a glass globe. He placed is 
back in the burner, and immediately a brilliant 
horse-shoe of golden light illuminated the obe. 
Mr. Edison then, by turning a screw in the 
lamp, brought the light down to a spark ; turned 
it off completely as gas can be turned off, and 
turned it ou again toa brilliant incapdescance 
by a twist of his flugers. He certainly demon- 
strated that in his own laboratory 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT 18 AS OBEDIENT 
to bis will as gaslicht is to the general public. 
The light from each lamp is of about the power 
of an ordinary gas-jet, but Mr. Edison claims 
that by increasing the electricity he can reise 
the power to fifteen gas-jets. Eighty-four lights 
are burning night and day in the ijabora 
tory, all supplied with electricity by an 
eight-horse-power engine. This engine at 
night feeds the electric lights already erected in 
Menlo Park in anticipation of the proposed 
grand illamination. The wires to convey the 
electricity to the lamps for the grand display 
are to be above ground, so that all . spectators 
can see and investigate them. They will lead 
directly from the taps to the generator in the 
laboratory, and apy person can trace them from 
point to point. 
FROM THE FURNACE-ROOM 

Mr. Edison conducted the reporter to the room 
in which his lamps are made and where the air 
is exhausted from them. In this room also is 
Mr. Ed@ison’s machine for. regulating the 
pressure of the electricity as it vpasecs 
to the different lampe throughout his 
laboratory. This machine consists of a series of 
coils of copper, over which the electric current 
is constantly passing, and each coil is eonuected 
with a series of lamps. If the pressure is too 
great on any series of lamps, it is at once 
shown by the coil representing that series, and 
can 


BE REGULATED IN AN INSTANT. 

In this room, also, the carbonized paper is 
placed in the globes, and the lamp is completed. 
It is Edison’s pet room, and here be speads 
most of his time when not engaged in studying 
out new inventions. It has been asserted that, 
to furnish lights for houses in this city, acopper 
coil as large as an ordinary barrel would de re- 
quired as conductor from the central station to 
different houses in two or three blocks. 

this, Mr. Eaison said: 

„% The size and amount of conductors for car- 
rying electricity for lighting purposes depend, 
of course, upod the distance to which the elec- 
tricity is to be carried. My idea is to have cen- 
tral stations, to cover say a square, or three or 
four blocks. The pipes containing wires on a 
street, if this idea is carried out, will not exceed 
in size the circumference of your arm.” 

“What will be 

THE COS? OF THESE CONDUCTORS?” 

“The cost, compared to gas-pipes, will be 
very small, and there is little chance of their 
getting out of order. The wire itself will be an 
ordinary No. 9 telegraph wire; the same wire 

ou see in use every day by the Western Union 
ompsany. This is as near the size of a barrel 
as I intend to get.” 

„% How will the light be distributed? ” 

“ Precisely as gas is now distributed. You 
see I can turn that burner off entirely if I wisn; 
can lower it or faise it just as you can lower or 
raise a gas-jet. Our electricity will from 
central stations jug as gas flows from the 
meter. Whether Company will charge for 
light according to the amount of electricty each 
consumes, or so mucha month be charged to 
each consumer, I cannot say. That is a question 
the Company will determine 
WHEN THE ELECTRIC LIGHT IS INTRODUCED.” 

„Do you intend to Huminate Menlo Park on 
New-Year’s Eve?’ 

„Not for the public as soon as that. Menlo 
Park is now illuminated every night to a ceér- 
tain extent. All the lamps we have on band are 
lighted nightly, but we cannot give the 
grand display 1 intend to give until 
we have more lamps. You can say the 
electric licht is perfected, and that all 
the problems which bave been puzzling me for 
the eighteen months have been solved. I 
expect to bave every house here lighted and a 
number of street-lamps goimg within ten days. 
When I once get the lights started I shall keep 
them burning night and day for at least two 
weeks in order to make a time test of my carbon. 
I believe it is practically inofusible, and 
have confirmed my belief by e ents. 
But I want the public to believe it their

The man who did the killing 
was at once placed under arrest, but at the 
Coroner’s inquest, later in the day, he was, 
by the verdict of the jury, exonerated from 
blame. In view of the era of crime that

capacity they would, at this rate, be able to 
peur a volume of lake-water into the North 
Branch in one hour about equal to the entire 
column of water that the conduit will hold, 
and in eight or ten hours about as much 
water as the North Branch contains. The 
exhaust power of the canal is about 25,000 
cubic feet of water per minute at the present 
level, when it is not required, as during the 
rainy season, to carry off any of tho surface 
water of the country or the water of the Des- 
plaines River, which percolates into it through 
the rocks. When the Fullerton- avenue con- 
duit pumps are run at full capacity, then 
the course of the water would be through 
the South Branch and into the canal, and the 
supply from the North Branch would about 
equal the exhaust power of the canal. This 
would clean out the North and South Branch- 
es, but it would tend to leave the river from 
Lake-street bridge to the mouth of the river 
at the lake in a stagnant condition. There 
would be no current in either direction in 
this part of the river, But, if eight or ten 
hours’ pumping per day at Fullerton avenue 
is sufficient to flush the North Branch and 
carry off the impurities from that portion of 
the river, then the exhaust of the canal can 


bo left free during the other fourteen or six - 


teen hours of the day to take off the im puri- 
ties of the main and South Branch of the 
river. 

During the season when the natural drain- 
age into the canal reduces its capacity for 
carrying off the Chicago River water by per- 
haps, one-half, then the flushing of the North 
Branch through the it ought to create 
a current through the South Branch towards 
the canal and also through the Main Branch 
towards the lake outlet in about equal parts.

The quickest and surest 
means for securing favorable Govern- 
ment attention to this project would be 
for the Citizens’ Association to induce 
ex-Gov. Pov, of Wisconsin, now member 
of Congress from the Eighth Distriot of that 
State, to remove to Chicago and run for Con- 
gress from one of our districts. As this 
gentleman has been able to procure. from 
Congress an annual donation of from one- 
half to three-quarters of a million of dollars 
for the absurd and impracticable improve- 
ment of impossible navigation on the quick- 
sand Wisconsin River, he would find no dif- 
floulty in getting a million a year for the 
construction of a grand and practicable 
steamboat canal between the lakes and the 
Mississippi,—a project of National impor- 
tance and National concerm. The fact that

THE BUTCHERS UNION AND COMMUNISM. 
‘The laboring man is inevitably a victim in 
every case of a strike. A strike may be, 
under certain circumstances, like war among 
nations, an unavoidable necessity, but, like 
war, is costly to all engaged in it, If 
the strike be for increased wages, and suc- 
cessful, it generally proves more costly to 
both parties than if the demand had been 
either accepted or abandoned in the begin- 
ning. - The employer may lose more from a 
suspension of business during a long struggle 
than he would had he made the concession 
at ence.. The workmen, after weeks of idle- 
ness, lose more by the lack of wages and by 
increased expenditure than the small addition 
made to the rate of wages will equal in a year. 
Be the result what it may, a protracted strike 
inevitably proves a loss to both parties, no 
matter how the point in eontroversy may be 
determined. It is not our purpose, how- 
ever, to discuss this question of strikes, but 
we do wish to call attention to the false 
teachings, false doctrines, and vicious results 
which are incidental to the excitements and 
intemperate harangues which attend a strike. 
During the recent strike at the Stock- Yards, 
the Butchers’ Union adopted and published a 
declaration of the terms on which the strike 
should cease. As expigined by the Commit- 
tee, this proposition required that: 1. No 
non-Union men shall be employed while 
there are Union men out of work. 2. No 
Union men shall be discharged without 
cause, and, when so discharged, it shall not 
be by the employer, but by the Union, 8. All 
complaints against workren by employers 
shall be investigated by the Union, and, 
unless the Union agrees to the discharge, 
the man shall be retained. 4. When new 
men are wanted the employers must obtain 
them through the Union, and take such men 
as the Union shall furnish, 5, Where there 
is a scarcity of Union men, and non-Union 
men are employed, the latter must be dis- 
charged so soon as Union men present them- 
selves for work. a

Another Falling Off in the Volume 
of East-Bound Freight. 


The Northern Pacific Floprishing—Addi- 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 

The falling off in the east-bound freight ship- 
ments during the past week was more marked 
than the week previous. The total amount of 
flour, grain, and provisions shipped during the 
week ending Dec. 27 was 29,750 tons, against 
85,596 tons the week previous, a falling off of 
5,786 tons. This great falling off, however, is 
not entirely due fo a stagnation in business, but 
the fact that it was the Christmas week bad 
something to do with it. Still a light business 
throughout the winter may be anticipated for 
reasons stated last week. The total 
amount of flour shipped jduring the past week 
wes 82,968 barrels; grain, 26,257,164 pounds;

The amount of flour carried by the:various 
roads was as follows: Michigan Central, 31,887 
barrels; Lake Shore, 30,987 barrels; Fort 
Wayne, 14.187 barrels; Pan-Handle, 3,745 bar- 
rels; and Baltimore & Ohio, 2,162 barreis. 

The following amount of grain was shipped: 
Michigan Central, 12,442,040 pounds: Lake 
Shore, 6,049,792 pounds; Fort Wayne, 2,998,040 
pounds; Pan-Handle, 440,560 pounds; Balti- 
more & Ohio, 4,326,782 pounds. 

The amount of provisions shipped was as fol- 
lows: Michigan Central, 3,015,310 pounds: Lake 
Spore, 5,106,160 pounds; Fort Wayne, 3,056,511 
pounds; Pan-Handle, 1,366,750 pounds; Balti- 
more & Ohio, 159,496 pounds. 

It will be observed that the Fort Wayne and 
Pan-Handle Roads are still below their usual 
percentages, which is due to the continued 
turning over of freight hy these roads to the 
‘Lake Shore, which, for some reason or other, 
continues to be largely behind in its regular al- 
loted percentages, it is rather strange that in 
spite of the large amounts of ht turned 
over to the Lake Shore by the Fort Wayne dur- 
ing the last four weeks, the latter has reduced 
but little its shortage. 22, when the last 


Statement was compiled the Michigan Central 


was short 3,220 tous, and the Lake Shore 9,722 
tons; the Fort Wayne was over 8,310 tons, the 
Pan-Handle 1,800 tons, and the Baltimore & 
Obio 3140 tons. The Michigan Central 
bas succeeded in largely reducing its 
shortage, and this without outside help, and 
the officials of the road think they will get even 
in about a week ortwo. But how to get the 
Lake Shore even is a problem hard to be solved, 
as the Fort Wayne is continually keeping ahead 
the same amount as the Lake Shore remains 
short in spite of the former turning over large 
amgunts of ireight to the latter every week. 
The Fort Warne people are bitterly complain- 
ing of the injustice ‘of turning ‘their business 
over to the Lake Shore when ther have over 
400 empty cars standing idle on their side-tracks 
in this city, and Ha remedy for this evil is not 
found soon there will be some trouble regarding 
the division of the east-bound business from this 


city. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC, 

Mr. H. E. Sargent, General Mavager of the 
Northero Pacific Railroad, arrived here yester- 
day from Philadelphia, where be has been tak- 
ing part in the meetings of the Directors of his 
road. 

Mr. Bargent states that the Directors ap- 
proved of the purchases of rolling-stock lately 
made by him, consisting of 300 box-cars and 
fifty stock-cars. He was also authorized to con- 
tract immediately for the construction of four 
new passenger and two parlor coaches and 100 
flat-cats for spring delivery. The Directors, he 
says, expressed themselves highly pleased with 
the success of the road thus far, and, as soon as 
the weather permits, the extension of the line 
will be pushed forward with renewed vigor and 
energy. Work on the approaches to the Little 
Missouri River, 150 miles west of Bismarck, is 
being continued during the winter, and the 
bridge over that river will be put up in 
the spring. It will be a substantial iron 
bridge of six spans. Mr. Sargent also 
stated that there is not a word of truth in the 
rumors that the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
Company had got, or was getting. control of 
the Northern Pacific. The t owners of 
the stock had the utmost confidence in the ulti- 
mate success of the enterprise, and they mesn 
to hold on to what they possess “and carry 
forward to completion as rapidly as possible. 

The Northern Pacific Railroad Compauy has 
also just let a contract for a fine elevator at 
Duluth, which is to bave a capacity of 1,000,000 
buehels. The grounds of the Company at that 
point have ample room for the erection of sey- 
eral other elevators.

Nuw York, Dee. 27.—There is little differ- 
ence of opinion as to the course of prices at the 
Stock Exchange during the coming year. On 
every hand it is admitted the prosperous condi- 
tion of business and railway traffic warrants a 
higher range of values. The indications seem 
to point to a higher level of prices for good 
stocks at the close of the year, and all signs 


promise an active bull campaign in the early fut- 


ure. The temperof the money market bas deen 
much affected by apprehensions of stringency 

growing out of the preparations to pay the inter- 
est and dividends payable on the Ist of January. 
This feeling of apprehension has been sedu- 

lously cultivated by the banks and the bears on 

the stock market. The banks are squirming 
because of the new Usury law that goes into 
effect on the lst of January. By this law the 
legal rate of interest in the State of New York 
will be 6 per cent per annum, in lieu of the 7 
per cent rate. 

Concerning the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad, very heavy purchases bave been made 
here for the Boston Syndicate, who regard the 
stock as of much higher value ultimately than it 
is now selling for. The Messrs, Seligman have 
been purchasers of most of the stock, and they 
confidently predict higher pricos for all classes 
of the stock. The development of the country 
through which the road runs bas told very fa- 


vorably on the earnings in the last few months,

TERRIBLE MOMENTS. 


Incidents in the Bay of Biscay on Board 
the Eldorado. 

Lowpon, Dec. 9.—To the Editor of the New 
York Hera'd: Would you oblige me by pub- 
lishing in your valuable paper the inclosed ac- 
count of the perilous vovage we experienced 
this last week io the Bay of Biscay? Being 
Americans, and having many friends in New 
York, it would be of interest to them. The two 
American ladies mentioned were two daughters 
of Dr Youlin, of Jersey City: 

»The British india Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s ship Eldorado, with ninety-five passen- 
gers on board, and a Lascar crew of about sixty, 
put into Piymouth Sound on Saturday afternoon 
to repair damages, after a hairbreadth escape 
from total loss in the Bay of Biscay, where she 
lay for thirty hours, during the storm 
on Wednesday and Thursday last, in a 
state of total disablement. Nearly all 
her crew during the whole time of danger were 
incapacitated by fearand exhaustion, and but 
for the exertions of the passengers there is 
little question that she wouid have gone down, 
pst as, fourteen vears ago, the ateamship Lon- 

on perished under very similar circumstances. 
The Eldorado, a well-found steamship of 3,300 
tons, left London last Monday, commanded b 
Capt. Kerr, and manned by sixty Lecearepaith 
four English Quartermasters and English offi- 
cers and attendants. Her passengers numbered 
ninety-tive, including arather large proportion 
of ladies and children. Among ber passengers 
were the Rev. C. Boyd, of the Church of En- 
gland Mission at Colombo; the Rev. R. Brown, 
of the Wesleyan Mission at Madras, with Mrs. 
Brown and child: the Rey. George Kerry, Bap- 
tist missionary, returning to Calcutta, where he 
has labored twenty-three vears, with Mrs. Kerry 
and Mr. W. Kerry; Col. Swanston, Maj. Court, 
and four engineers of the Public-Works, Co- 
lombo. On Wednesday night a storm of terri- 
ble violence ,arose. All sail was taken in, 
hatches battened down, and deadlights closed. 
When the hurricane was at its hight the Las- 
cars abandoned their posts in despair, 
leaving the management of the vessel entirely 
to the few Europeans. At this titne one of the 
ventilating shafts was carried away, and water 
poured into the engineroom and stokebole, put- 
ting out all the fires, and of course stopping the 
engives. Lying inthe trough of the sea, the 
decks of the vessel were flooded by every wave, 
even the poop-deck being swept, and, with no 
means of steadying her, the ship was in extreme 
peril. Every effort to rally the crew having 
failed, Capt. Kerr called up the gentlemen-pas- 
sengers. Their bedding was requisitioned to 
stop leaks, but with slight success. The saloon 
having become flooded, the officersinformed the 
male passengers that with the help of all hands 
the ship might be saved. Though most were 
suffering from seasickness, the response to the 
call was nearly unanimous; nor was there any 
panic among the ladies. The passengers formed 
lines from the upper deck to the engineroom 
and stokehole, bailing with buckets. With no 
food except an occasiona! biscuit moistened with 
braudy, they kept at their task throughout the 
night. Iwo gentlemen succumbed to exhaus- 
tion, and one ‘saw fear’ so distincil 
as to quit his post to prepare himsel 
for what should happen. When the water 
appeared to be gaining the work was 
urged on in silence, but with returning hope 
singing was heard. Except for an occasional 
change of place in a h to the saloon, which 
also required to be bailed out, the hours passed 
in unvaried toil. in these changes several pas- 
sengers were swept off their feet, and two of 
the officers were disabled. The wind througn- 
out Wednesday did not abate, but there was no 
rain. Late on Thursday night it was found 
possible to relight some of the fires, and the 
donkey-engine was worked during the night. 
There were occasional lulls, and by the morn- 
ing the engines were set in motion. At this 
juncture the asserted their pluck by 
raising a cheer. Many of the workers were ut- 
terly exhausted, and all were biackened with 
the coal-dust and dirt. The pligbt of the ladies 
was even worse. Some of them had qwished to 
share the fatigue of their relatives; but, at the 
earnest solicitation of the Captain, they re- 
mained in their cabins, Penned in the dark 
the whole day, with flooded cabins and 
next to nothing to eat, and with infants 
in charge, their position was complete wretch- 
edness. Great bowever, was shown by 
those who were least ill, Two American ladies 
volunteered todo duty as stewardesses while 
the attendants Were employed elsewhere. and 
during Thursday afternoon were able to dis- 
pense a littie cold provision.

The Paris Liberte has an article regret- 
ing this outflow ot gold to the United Sta 
and we are jaformed that It would be better 
for the Americans to exchange their agricyit. 
ural products for English, French, and Ger. 
man manufactures, for they have all the gold 
they require.” The fact that the French mill. 
dards have failed to make Germany. either 
wealthy or happy is brought up as showing 
what awaits us. The Semaphore, of Marseilles, 
replies to that article by saying that the great 
difference between a new country like Ame 
and an old country like Germaay, where there 
is no outlet for capital except in bad specula. 
tions, is altogether lost sight of. The Eng! 
French, and Germans are pinning their faith in 
a revival.of trade on two very shadowy pre- 
mises: That American competition will become 
less, and American purchases be muca more im- 
portant.

In Baden there is little 
money in circulation, and, although there are 
good prices for cattle and wood, there are not 
sufficient purchasers. A bailiff is no longer a 
curiosity in a village. The Grand Duke, in 
opening the Legislature, spoke of the deficit in 
tne revenue, which must be filled by economy 
and by increased taxes. The Dortmund Ga- 
zette states there is no longer a demand from 
England for the finer qualities of beef, and 
prices for cattle have gradually deciined.

PROBABLE SUICID§. 

An unkpown man entered the saloon of R. F. 
Smith, No. 51 West Madison street, at 2:30 
o’clock yesterday atternoon, and, after convers- 
ing some five or ten minutes with a man named 
Britton, fell asleep ina chair. The bartender, 
Ed Marshall, did not molest him for about an 
hour, when he aroused him and started him off 
at door. The stranger walked about 
thirty feet, and slipped and fell. Then, 
getting up, he went back to the sa- 
loon and -begged te be permitted to 
remain there for a sbort time. He was admitted, 
given a chair, and he was asleep again ina few 
minutes. Along about .8 o’clock another - 
tempt was made to arouse him, and, as it was 
unsuccessful, the bartender began to think there 
was something wrong with the man, and he 
called in Officer Williams. The man was evi- 
dently in a stupor, and he was carted to the 
station, where he expired in aboùt five minutes, 
before a physician could be procured. He is 
described as follows: 25 or 27 years of age, 
medium hight, swarthy complexion, gray 
eyes, dark curly hair, small brown mustache, 
and left leg amputated about four inches below 
the knee. He was clad ina full suit of Scotch- 
gray clothes, white shirt, black k-tie, black 
felt bat, and on his person were found a TRIB- 
uNE of Dec. 24; a Cattaraugus Hepubi 
Nov. 13; a small pocketbook with 60 cents silver 
change; two short black combe; two white 
handkerchicfs, one marked J. E. 
and the other J. H. Keefe; and one 
firured-silk handkerchief. The body was 
taken to Morgue to await identification 
and the Coroner’s inquest. The saloonkeeper 
thinks death was caused ina natural way, but 
the police think it was a case of suicide by 
poisoning. Corover Manon says he will hold an 
inquest at the Morgue at 10 o’clock this fore- 
noon, and any ove who knew the deceased will 
do well to be there at that hour. It is thought 
that perhaps the man Britton knew something 
concerning the deceased. 


MR. STOREY’S ACCIDENT. 


It appears that the accident to Mr. W. F. 
Storey, mentioned in yesterday’s paper, was of 
amore serious character than was then sup- 
posed. Mr. Storey was driving down Michigan 
avenue on his way home, and was near Twelfth 
street. According to the tement made by 
the driver soon after the accident, Mr. Storey 
insisted upon taking the reins himself. The 
driver remonstrated, stating that the horses 
were skittish, and that it would not be 
safe. Mr. Storey, however, insisted, 
took the reins, and drove on.

The horses, with the sleigh attached 
to them, went dashing on down the street, strik- 
ing now against one side of the street and now 
against the other, and leaving a piece of the 
sleigh here and there, until finally very littie 
was left of it. Somebody came driving by. 
saw Mr, Storey lying there still insensibie, 
got out, and helped him into the 
sleigh. At this moment be recovered hie senses, 
and told the driver, who had also picked him- 
self ap, to start richt off in search of the runa- 
way borses. In the meanwhile somebody else

THE LINDAU INQUEST. 
MURDERED BY SOME UNKNOWN PARTY. 

The Coroner yesterday resumed the investiga- 
tion into the cause of the death of Gustav A. 
Lindau, who was found on North Halsted street 
bridge a week ago Thursday night with a bullet 
hole in his bead. 

JOHN NOVANDER, 
of No. 62 Gardner street, was the first witness. 
He worksat A. P. Jobnsen’s chair factory on 
Green street, near Erie, and while going home 
on the night in question, leaving the shop at a 
quarter after 8 o’clock, he saw amen lying on 
the west walk of Halsted street bridge (which 


he reached about 8:30), and subposed him to be | 


drunk. He had little feeling for drunken men, 
and paid very little attentionto him. His over- 
coat was unbuttoned. If he had seen a police- 


man he would have told him. He saw no one 

near the bridge-house, or elsewhere In the vicini- 

ty. The only person he met was a woman near 

— street bridge. He did rot hear a shot 
red. 


‘JOSEPH Zis. 


of No. 106 Hubbard street, who drives a baker’s 
wagon, testified that he brought the bod to the 
police station. He lett St. Joseph's Hospital 
about 8 o’clock that Thursday night,driving south 
on Halsted street. At the bridge be saw a man 
with a lantern, and another lying on the walk, 
groaning. He thought the latter had fits, and 
asked the other one what was the matter with 
him—if be had fits. Hesaid no, that the man 
shot himself. He drove across the bridge and 
hitched his team, and then went back, when be 
saw some men carrying the body toward the 
bridge-house. After lying at the bouse five or 
ten minutes, the man was put into wit- 
ness’ wagon, and he took him to the 
Chicago Avenue Police Station. He could not 
say whether or not his coat was unbuttoned. 
He saw no one near the north end of the briage 
before he drove on, Ihe bridge-tender showed 
bim a revolver, which he said the man shot him- 
self with, and wanted to show witness how 
many shote had been fired out of it. 

Timothy O’Brien, the substitute bridge-ten- 
der, was recalled, but added nothing new, ex- 
eept that he was the one who stopped the 
baker’s wagon. He had worked for O’Oonpor 
about a week. The wounded man’s coat was 
buttoned up. 


CON O’CONNOR 


added to his former statement that about twenty 
minutes after he heard the shot Keegan came 
to the door of the bridge-house and said: 
„ Tim, I want to see you a minute.” 
O’Brien went out, and in adout five minutes 
the two came back and informed witness that 
there was a man on the bridge who was either 
drunk or sick. He did not know what ther did 
while outside. They said they went to the man, 
and, seeing that he had a revolver, had come 
and told him. The man’s coat was buttoned 


up. 

Reinbochacker was also put om the stand 
again, but he didr’t know whetner Lindau’s 
coat was buttoned or not. 

Keegan was recalled, and swore that when he 
went to the bridge-house he said aloud that 
there was a man on the bridge who was drank 
or sick. The man’s coat was buttoned up. He 
was positive of it. ? | 

Capt. Hathaway said he had no further evi- 
dence, and the Coroner stated that the case 
might better be closed. If anything further 
was discovered, the State could, of course, make 
use of it. 

THE VERDICT. ä 

Aftor some deliberation, the jury returned a 
verdict that Lindau came to his death from the 
shock and hemorrhage caused by a gun-shot 
Wound produced with murderous intent by 
some person unknown. 

As there was nothing to warrant the holding 
of Keegan and O’Brien, they were released from 
custody.

ECCLESIASTICAL EXCITEMENT IN BALTIMORE... 
A Baltimore telegram to the Philadelphia 
Telegraph of Dec. 20 says: 
Much excitement has been caused in Epis- 
copalian circles by the first official act of 
Bishop Pinckney, successor to the late Bishop

and Wells. For six years he was senior curate 
of Froome Selwood, and came to this country 
three years ago, highly recommended by Lord 
Arthur Hervey and others. He was received 
into regular standing by Bishop Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, in whose diocese he has since 
worked, officiating at St. Clement’s Church, 
Philadelpbia, which bas gained notoriety be- 
cause of its High Church schism.

Bishop of Bath and Wells, stati t be had 
8 in bis diocese some six years is entire 
satisfaction, and recommending him to the 
Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, by 
whom he was received into regular standing in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and in whose 
diocese he bad worked ever since. At the re- 
quest of the Rev. Dr. Rankin, after thorough 
com parison of theological views, he came a fort- 
nicht ago to assist him at St. Luke’s Church. 

He came to this city from Philadelphia dur- 
ing the latter part of November: he officiated 
for the first time on the first Sunday in Advent 
and up to Thy day night, and would have 
done so to-morrow, the fourth and last Sunday 
in Advent, dut for the inhibition. While in 
Philadelphia, Mr. Mortimer officiated at St.

PRIESTLY VESTMENTS. 
BEAUT:FUL AND COSTLY THINGS THAT THE 
CARDINAL MAY WEAR AT CHRISTMAS MASS. 
New York Sun, Dec. 22. 

The coming Huh Mass on Christmas Day at 
the new cathedra: will be a ceremony of great 
splendor, and about $10,000 will probably be 
represented in the vestments of the Cardinal 
and officiating clergy, without reckoning’ the 
jewelry that the former may wear. He pos- 
sesses a pastoral cross of diamonds, worth $5,000, 
which was presented to him by the Sisters of 
Mount Vincent, and formeriy belonged to a 
member of the Spanish Royal family. He has 
also a series of costly rms, each of which is worn 
on a special festival day. His cloth of gold 
mass vestments were made in Paris, and cost 
$3,000. They comprise a chasuble, including 
sto’es and maniples, a veil, four copes, and four 
dalmaticas. For the ceremony of his investi- 
ture as Cardinal be was presented with a great 
cape of red Sicily silk, all in one piece, melud- 
ing a train fifteen feet long. It was trimmed 
with ermine, and was reported to have cost 
$2,000. -He wears underneath this a red cas- 
sock, a rocket of yellow lace to the knee, and a 
silk tunic, varying iu color, according to the fes- 
tival on which it is worn. One of his broad- 


‘brimmed hats is of red cloth, and the other of 


red silk. These, with the beretta, the skullcap. 
of chamois leather, the gloves, and fhe slippers 
are items of minor expense. The hats may be 
rated at $5 eacb. 

Vestments of the clergy at large vary greatly, 
according to the wealth of churches, and are 
often donated by parishioners. Those of a village 
priest cost inside of $50, and those of an Arch- 

ishop or Bishop often reach to $1,200. Each 
of the latter functionaries has two miters, cost- 
ing from $11 to $100, the second miter bei 
about half the value of the first. The names a 
Catholic vestments are but littie known, even 
by Catbolics, and few people at a mass can give 
an inquirer information respecting them. Each 
religion at its formation, like each new govern- 
ment, borrows greatly from the theories and 
forms preceding it. Catholic vestments greatly 
resemble those of the Pagan priests of ancient 
Rome, and have varied very little in form and 
general aspect since their original adoption. A 
number wornin the middle ages, and handed 
down as relics throughout Europe, are substan- 
tially the same as those now seen. Mass, High 
Mass, and Vespers have been contemplated 
pte a roll of fifteen centuries in their aspect 
of 7. 


Most striking, perhaps, to the eye, among the 
mass garments of priests, is the oblong cape 
with alarge fringe cross upon it, which hangs 
at the back. Thisis the chasuble. The cost of 
cbasubles varies from $7 to $315, according to 
the material and embroidery. The latter are of 
the choicest’ silk, satin, or velvet, and heavy 
with gold embroidery. Accompanying the 
chasuble, included in its cost, and in keeping 
with its richness, is the maniple, which hangs 
on the arm, the stole hanging from the neck; 
the chalice veil, or, eloth which covers the chal- 
ice or wine-cup, at times during the taking of 
the sacrament; the pail, also placed at times on 
the chalice, and the uare burse, which is 
alternately laid upon the chalice and upon the 
altar. The cope or robe, which rises stiffly to a 
point behind the head, ranges in price from $11 
to $280; the dalmaticas, which form a double 
cape, hanging both at the front and back, run 
from $15 to $460, and include in their cost a 
stole and two maniples. The alb, or white 
lace garment which covers ther soutane or 
black robe to the feet costs from $7 to $60, the 
latter being of rich Brussels lace; surplices are 
of white Swiss lace at $6, to Brussels at $50. 
Nottingham and French laces are at intermedi- 
ate figures. Benediction veils are from $6 to 
$100, preaching stoles $5 to $75, and confession 
stoles from $1 to $7. ‘The cost of the vestments 
worn by the generality of priests is a medium 
between the above extremes. Canopies held 
over the principal celebrant during processions 
vary from $30 to $225; ante pvediums, held at 
times before the altar. $15 to $40; umbrellinos, 
heid during processions, $30 to $70; and palls 
for coffins, $20 to $35. Berettas and other minor 
articles vary from $1 to $5. 

The colors worn at Lenten ceremonies are 
purple and black; at the Feast of Martyrs, red; 
the Sunday after Trimty and Sunday before 
Advent, green; during Advent, purple; and at 
all other times, white and gold. Altar boys 
wear cossacks of the same colors as the officiat- 
ing priests, having over them white surplices. 
Acolytes, who carry candles at the head of pro- 
cessions, the same. 


THE ANGLICAN CHURCH. 
HOW IT IS SUPPORTED IN ENGLAND. 
Cleveland Herald. 

A varagraph which appeared in the news 
columus of the Herald the other day, stated 
that tde Anglican’ Church costs England 
$58,000,000 a year.“ Bishop Bedell, in a note to 
us, corrects this statement, and the information 
he gives is so different from the general under- 
standing of the facts, but at the same time is 
given with such color of authority, that it will 
be read with interest. The Bishop says the 
Church of Engiand is entirely supported by its 
own property, and that the fair way to put the 
case is that the Church of England supplies 
religious privilege and pastoral care to the peo- 
ple freely at a cost of $58,000,000 per year.” To 
bring the matter home, the question is whether 
it would be more in accordance with the facts to 
say that Trinity Charch, New York, or the

THE TWO POPES. 
PIUS THE DEMOCRAT AND LEO THE MONARCH- 
IST 


Dome Journal. 

The difference between Leo XIII. and Pius 
IX., says a writer in the Parisian, is more talked 
of than understood. Those who sbould feel a 
sympathy with the latter are loud in praises of 
the policy of the former; if they comprehended 
it clearly, they would see bow far away it is from 
their thinking. Everybody talks politics in 
these days. Pius LX. was originally a true man 
of his century, and always retained a strong 
sympathy with this age of democracy, this nine- 
teenth century which resumes all the work and 
progress of the last 400 years; the age of art; 
the age of religious rebellion; the age of secular 
philosophy; the age of political revolutions. The 
late Pontiff was truly revolutionary in his 
nature; never with legitimacy; always with the 
rebel in his heart. His family training made 
him thus. 

There is nota cat in the Mastai ly that 
is not a liberal,” said Cardinal Lambertibi, the 
Minister of State of Gregory XVI., when he was 
keeping Monsigner Mastai, afterward Pius IX., 
out of the Cardinalate, which he did for nine 
years. 

Cardinal Mastal, elected Pope in 1848, tried to 
establish a sort of religious socialism. It failed. 
He threw himself into absolutism, but it was 
an absolutism that centred in himself. in his 
whole career be never sided with any legitimate 


‘King or Emperor if be could belpit. His beart 


was truly with the people; always against birth 
and Royalty. How many plebeians he ennobled! 
He would nave the whole world a vast religious 
democracy, with the Pope, the chief ruler, 
elected for life. 5 

Leo XIII. is just the reverse. He believes in 
the divine right of Kings, and has a horror of 
popular rule. The world, according to his 
views, should be divided between sovereigns and 
subjects, the Pope, by divine right, the chief 
sovereign. He stands more by the rights and 

vileges of the rulers than the ruled. He be- 
ieves in strong governments and firm central- 
ized powers. His Holiness is in earnest, too; 
he has no misgivi no doubts. He has in 
bim the spirit of the Roman Catholic Church; 
that spirit which bas given this great religious 
body its strength and endurance through so 
many centuries, while around it other powers 
have constantly crnmbied away. This spirit 
proceeds ‘rom grand theol em ene 
pure moral precepts, and a ecclesiast 


discipline. 

The splendid discipline of the Church has 
been shown lately by the prompt adbesion of 
the Bishops and religious orders to the Ency- 
clical Herna Patris, in which his Holiness 
brings back the philosophical teachings of the 
Church to one point, to that famous sum of 
theology, that one single volume of the angel 
of the school, St. Thomas Aquinas, which re- 
quires the whole life of a learned man, avd the 
most secluded ** comprebend. 

Although Leo believes in the divine 
right of Kings, he will never make friends 
with the present Gover nment of Italy, nor with 
the house of Savoy, any more than Innocent 
III. in the thirteenth century would have for- 
een Frederic There use in cherishing 
the illusions that there Jever be a lasting 

between Church and State in Italy. The 
Pope is conciliatory by natute, not aggressive, 
as was Pius IX.; therefore there is vo open 
war, as formerly. The Church is simply biding 
its time, which it firmly believes must come 
sooner or later. For ia the Cathoiic Church 
exists that which is so rare in the unbelieving 
age—faith. It believes firmly in itself, in its 
teachings, in ite miracles, relics, supernatural 
gifts, hence its tremendous power of endurance 
and its strong iofluence. Human nature, at the 
bottom, loves, needs faith, and, in the end, sides 
with the party or religion that is 1 
earnest aud has no doubts. Leo XIII. is a 
lute in all the details of his bome government, 
and is constantly taxing, under his own rule, 
acts and orders that were hitherto deputed to 
substitutes of the Pope. Lately he has assumed 
a privilege, which has been given by courtesy 
for a long while to the canons of the three 
basilicas, St. Peter al Vaticano, St. Maria Mag- 
giore, and St. Giovanni ad Laterano. Every 
canon has enjoyed hitherto the right on three 
days of the year, which came to bim in rotation, 
to nominate to a vacant benefice of his basilica 3 
friend, or any ope recommended to him; thus 
agreeable members of the ecclesiastical families 
of the basilicas were ensued. The Pope has 
announced thatin future be will name the oc- 
cupant« of these benefices himself. There 
are thirty canons at St. Peter's, fort y-five benefi- 
ciaries, an order of priests second in, rank, and 
also twenty-five chierici, or clerk beneficidries, 
so called because in past times it was the habit 
to promote to beneficiaries young clerks who 
served at mass. These gentlemen receive very 
modest salaries. The canons have each $140 a 
month, the beneficiaries $70, and the clerk 
beveficiaries $50. In the pleasant old days, 
when the canons of the three basilicas were 
gaver than they are in this sombre season of the 
Church, they used to give playful nicknames to 
each other. On account of the numerous re- 
ligious services at St. Peter's, the canons of that 
basilica were called J acchini, porters; those at 
St. Maria Maggiore Signori, gentlemen, as they 
had yg no ie little todo; and those of St. 
Jobn of Lateran V:gnerwoli, vineyard — gp 
because of the vicinity of the campagna an 
vineyards. 

Leo XIII. is a most simple liver; his personal 
expenses every month are only 1.500 lire ($300). 
Formerly the Papal personal expenses were 
80,000 lire monthly ($6,000). The strictest econ- 
omy rules at the Vatican. Few ts are 
made, no unusual gratitications nted, no ua- 
necessary luxuries indulged in. The Pope says, 
very prot erlx, as he bas to live on contributions, 
it is not decorous to spend freely. Whatever 
money remains over and above that needed for 
absolute expenses is given to poor schools and 
charitable works. : 

The Pope is a very studious man. He is an 
early riser as well as a frugal liver. in the 
morning are received the public officiale and 
Cardinal Secretary of State. In winter the 

ublic audiences are at midday, after which his 

oliness usually walks in the garden. On 
Wednesday he receives no one, shuts himself 
up in his cabinet, and gives the whole day to 
important private bus s. In the evening, 
hen the serious studies of each day are over, 
bis Holiness likes to have one or two of his 
private secretaries in bis cabinet—Monsignor 
Aniviti or Bocoli. The Pope walks the room, 
to and fro, with slow, measured steps, deeply 
absorbed in thought. After a while be be- 
gins to dictate, and poars out bis matured 
ideas faster even toan the well-practiced hands 
of these gentiemen can follow. Iam told that 
the order, construction, and clear conception of 
his dictation is remarkable. It is evident that

The advantages of this plan. which has long been 
in use — eh Ye and in not 1 — 128 — 
been practi here, are that eaves t amily 
to take farewell of their dead, undisturbed by on- 
lookers; it diminishes by so much the pang of the 
most grievous hour in the whole sad event; it gives 
a peculiar tenderness and er of consolation to 
the presence of friends at the devotional service ; 
it does away with the inevitable confusion that at- 
tends the removal of the coffin and the marshaling 
of a funeral procession ; and removes the necessity 
of attendant vehicles which form so large a part of 
the customary expense. A single carriage with the 
hearse wil! generally suffice for those of the family 
or near friends who go to conduct the interment. 

There are also special reasons for the adoption 
of thie custom in the winter season, that members 
of the family, especially who, by reason of in- 
firmity, or care of the si or the exhaustion con- 
sequent upon the bereavement, are in circum- 
stances of bodily weakness, may not feel them- 
selves under an obligation to goto the cemetery, 
and, at serious cost to their health, encounter an 
exposure for which, atsucha time, they are alto- 
gether unũtted. 

The manifest advantages of a custom which is so 
quiet. so unostentatious, so considerate of the feel- 
ings of the bereaved, whieh leaves them exempt 
from the necessity of undue expense, and at the 
same time free to consider their own circumstance 
and convenience, must be apparent to all. 

We suggest, further, that the funeral services 
be, when possible,,in the afternoon, rather than 
in the morning. 

Also, that they never be on the Sabbath, except, 
of course, in a few instances when it is impera- 
tively necessary. A Sunday funeral involves an 
amount of Sabbath labor of which many do not 
think. It deprives ers, drivers, and other 
helpers of their rightful hours of rest, brings an 
undue pressure upon ministers on the ow when 
their time is most occupied, and disturbs the quiet 
of many others. 

Finally, we suggest that, as far as possiple, 
funeral services be regarded as closed at the house, 
and the minister be not expected to go to the ceme- 

„ Often his other duties do not permit his 
going, and generally in the cities, where ceme- 
teries are remote, it is now not expected. During 
the winter months with us there can be nq burials; 
and for many reasons it is desirable that the prac- 
tice be uniform. 

In offering to the public these suggestions we 
need hardly assure mourning ones of our earnest, 
desire to help them to the full measure of our abi)- 
ity, and to so conduct burial services as to make 
them as comforting and strengt as possible.

THE CENTRAL CHURCH. 
THE SALE OF SBATS—FIRST SERVICE IN THE 
MUSI¢C-HALL. 

Next Sunday morung the first service of 
Prof. Swing’s church wil de held in the Central 
Music-Hal!. The sale of seats last Monday 
nigut was ething quite unprecedented in 
the bistory of our local churches, and the sub- 
stantial aid given to the several charities by 
diverting the premiums received to their benefit 
was one of those broad and liberal features so 
characteristic of the Central Church, and which 
have contributed to the good-will felt by the 
entire community for that organization. The 
Cure and Prof. Swing have come to be recog- 
nized as a public institution, and the voluntary 
support which is so freely offered by people 
of all sects and clames is one of the best 
illustrations of the wide-spread interest felt in 
its success. The most pronounced evidence of 
its popularity, however, is to be seen in the fact 
that in less than three hours’ time on Mondays 
night there was actually paid in money nearly

MOTHER-WORSHIP IN INDIA. 
Prof. Monwr Wilitame in the A thenaum. 

Mother-worship in some form or other is the 
popular worship of India. In the first place, 
every liying mother is venerated as a kind of 
deity by her children. Then almost every vil- 
lage has ite own special guardian Mother, called 
Mata or Amba, or, in the Souta of India, Am- 
man. 

There are about 140 distinct Mothers in Guja- 
rat, declared be the Brahmans to be different 
forms of Siva’s consorts. hey are really the 
representatives of ancient local deities (Grama- 
devitas), worshiped by the inhabitants from 
time immemorial. I visited a small village near 
Kaira presided over by a Mother worshiped 
under the name Kbodivar (Mischief), because 
she is supposed when in anamiable mood to 
shield from darm. Nor is she undeserving of 
her name, for she will turn mischievous when 
her temper is rufilea by neglect. If an epidemic 
breaks out among the villagers, Mother Mis- 
cbief is believed to be offended, and must be 
appeased by extraordinary offerings, and per- 
haps by blood. 5 

Another Mother in a neighboring village 
is worshiped under the name of Untai. 
She has the special function ot ovrevent- 
ing or producing cough in children. 
Another, named Berai, prevents cholera; 
avother, called Maraki (popularly Mariki), 
causes cholera; another, 
dogs and prevents hydrophobia’: another, Asa- 
puri, represented by two Mols, satisfies the 
hopes of wives by giving children. The offer- 
ing of goat’s blood to some uf these mothers is 
supposed to be very effectual; the animals are 
not always killed. A story is told of a clever 
Hindoo doctor who cured a whole village of in- 
fluenza by simply assembling the inhabitants 
and solemnly letting loose a pair of scapegoats 
into a neighboring wood infested with demons. 

The power of at least one wel-disposed 
mother in Gujarat is exerted in a remarkable 
way for the benefit of women after childbirth. 
Among a very low-caste set of basket-makers 
(called Pomla) it is the usual practice of a wife 
to go about her work immediately after de- 
livery, as if nothing had happened. The presid- 
ing Mata of the tribe is supposed to transfer 
her weakness to her busband, who takes to his 
bed, and has to de supported for several days 
with nourishing food. 

VOUDOUISM. 

Dr. Peebles savs that, while on his travels re- 
cently, be saw salt strewn on door-steps in New 
Orleans. He asked what.it meant, and the re- 
ply was: “It is consecrated salt, to ward off 
the demoniac: charms of the Veudeus. There 
are 20,000 of them in New Orleans. and they 
work magic, put speils on people, produce bad 
luck, and even death.” He made some investi- 

tion of the subject, and amoog the professed 

oudou priests whom be found was an old, 
oddly-tattooed negro called Dr. John. “This 
man, he says, “left Africa in 1889. He con- 
fessed to having had twenty wives. Previous to 
the Civil War he was rich, owning at one time 
fifty slaves. Many prominent men of the South 
had faith in bis magical powers. Such men as 
Slidell and Gen. Beauregard used to consult 
him. When ignorant people came he used 
cards and crystals: but with the higher classes 
he simply employed his second-sight gift, mak- 
ing at times, it is said, startling revelations.” 
Dr. Peebles describes his visit toa Voudou 
camp, where negroes danced and chanted around 
a caged serpent, and boiled the claws of birds, 
the scales of fish, the fangs of snakes, and 
other things, for charms. The Doctor expresses 
the belief that Voudouism is a low form of 
spiritual manifestation. —Spiritual Hecord.

Paper Read by Dr. H. M. Bannister Before 
the Philosophical Seciety. 
Dr. H. M. Bannister read a paper last evening 


pitied, but in some cases at least a positive dan- 
ger and detriment to society. He defined in- 
saity as a disease or defect of the brain, pro- 
ducing disordered action of the mind.“ Emo- 


tional insanity included a wider range of cases 
than was popularly understood, among them a 
large class of cases of simple melancholia, such 
as are to be found in all asylums, 
The speaker held that

might exist apart from any participation of the 
intellect; that is, that in the present state of 
knowledge it was reasonable to assume 1 — * 
t 
Even the existence 
centres in the 
human brain bad not been actually demon- 
strated, but he was confident that at some 
future time it would be. The dangerous char- 
acter of the doctrine that a man might be irre- 
sponsible and insane and yet possess full intel- 
lectual powers, was so recognized that men 
had strained every nerve prove its falsity. 
Melancholia was recognized as a species of in- 
sanity, yetin this variety of mental disorder 
there might be no delusion, and the sufferer 
was often conscious of the unfounded nature of 
his feelings and fears, and endeavored to reason 
himseif out of them. Melancholia bad been de- 
fined as a psychic neuralgia, and a high German 
authority had attributed it to a neurosis of the 
cortical psychic of sensoriai centres of the brain. 
Insane of this class were often intensely suicidal. 
Passing to a consideration of the cases which 
come most frequently before the Criminal 
Courts, Dr. —— referred to the so-called 
bomicidal insanity, pyromania, kleptomania, 
dipsomania, erotomania, and the like. The last 
two be thought were genuine diseases, depend- 
ent upon bereditarv nervous defects or intense 
organic irritation producingdts effects upon the 
brain. 80 far as the other classes were con- 
cerned he should hesitate to admit them as iv- 
dicating that the uncontrollable desire to kill, 
burn, or steal constituted special varieties of in- 
sanity. They seemed to him to be only

that of morbid impulse, impulsive or reftex in- 
sanity. This was one of the forms most in dis- 
pute. It had been ralied at by the press, de- 
nounced by the Courts, and denied by almost 
innumerable sol-disant experts. A Chicago 
physician, often before the courts as an expert 
in cases where insanity was set up as a defense, 
recently wrote as follows: ‘ The plea of im- 
pulsive insanity, as from time to time presented 
in our courts (witness the Sickles, Cole, and 
McFarland cases), has no foundation on scientific 
observation. It is simply the cunning device of 
astute lawyers and so-called experts, who either 
have badly-digested views on the subject or 
else are impelled to their opinion by motives 
other than the love of science.” 

Dr. Bannister deld that this 
ment was far too sweeping. 
jeeling or excitement might 
hitherto apparently healthy person permanently 
insane, and, as the greater includes the less, he 
knew of uo reason why it might not put him 
temporarily fu the same condition. As to mor- 
bid impulses, he thought that in certain dis- 
ordered conditions of the great nervous centres 
they might be so intensified as to become un- 
controllable. Repeated instances bad been 
known where individuais had voluntarily sub- 
jected themselves to restraint in order to over- 
come morbid tendencies which they were con- 
ecious were gaining the mastery over them. 
The speaker had known of such a case, and also 
of a person who was afraid to trust herself in a 
high place on account of the morbid impuise to 
throw herself over.

the form which most often occupied the atten- 
tion of the Courts, bad been affirmed and de- 
nied by bigh authorities. There was a great 
difference between a medical and a legal defini- 
tion of insanity. The lawyer defined it as abso- 
lute irresponsibility for acts, but this was cer- 
tainly not the sense which a medical man could 
accept, forto him there existed every degree of 
responsibility among the insane, and very few 
above the condition of idiocy were absolutely 
irresponsible. The therapeutics of insanity 
would be very materially aided if the 
doctors shared the lawyers’ views on this 
point. The speaker thought far too little 
stress was laid on this in courts, and that med- 
ical men were seriously hampered in giving tes- 
timony by the manner in which the questions 
were framed and categorical answers insisted 
upon. In forming a judgment on the mental 
condition of the alleged homicida) )unatic great 
attention should be given to the former history, 
condition, and conduct of the individual. 

There were three necessary elements to con- 


| stitute a crime, morally considered: the knowl- 


edge of richt and wrong, ability to control con- 
d and a moral sense or feeling of obligation 
or duty to do tne right, even when contrary to 
inclination or interest. It was the lack of the 
last of that constituted moral 
insanity, as the lecturer understood it. 
The morally insane were well aware of the 
standards of right and wrong, and knew the 
direct and even the remote consequences of their 
acts, but had no feeling of moral responsibility 
orof the moral dictation which men call con- 
science. Such persons were most dangerous to 
society, and should certainly be. rest rained from 
opportunity to do furtner harm. The fact of the 
partial responsibility of the insane had been too 
little considered by the lawmakers. Some spe- 
cial provision should be made by the State for 
the criminal insane,for the almost complete 
immunity they at present enjoy has, no doubt, 
a bad effect.

Another Letter from Congressm*n Aiken, 

The Hon. D. Wyatt Aiken, of South Caro- 
lina, has addressed a letter to the editor of the 
Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle in response to a circu- 
lar, in which he writes as follows of his scheme 
for a new party:

A Variety of Presidential Views, 

Sone WILLIAM CURTIS ON GEN. GRANT. 

Interview in the Philadelphia Press. . 

Do you think Grant seeks the nomination? 

Not having any really good reason for saying 
so, I cannot say that I think he seeks the nomi- 
nation. He bas done no act, so far aa I know, 
which can be construed as an overture for the 
nomination. But 1 bave no hesitation in saying 
that I think he expects the nomination. The 
probability is that he will have the nomination 
offered to him. From my knowledge of con- 
ventions, of how they work and of how they 
are influenced, matters look as if the nominea- 
tion would certainly be offered to Grant. 

Do you think he would accept? 

Yes, be would, in my opinion. 

Would you regard his nomination as wise? 

I think it would be unwise both for himself 
and for the party. He would gain nothing by 
it, even if he could be elected. The party 
would lose by it. The nomination would cer- 
tainly be inexpedient,—in my judgment the 
most inexpedient that the party could make. 
lt would provoke the resistance—passive re- 
sistance, at least—of a large aud powerful class 
of Republicans whose co-operation has been 
demonstrated to be essential to the party’s suc- 
cess next year. The fall State elections showed 
that it is necessary for the Republicans to carry 
the State of New York next year in order to 
elect their President. It is difficult for the Re- 
publicans to-carry New York at anytime. It 
has been proved beyond doubt that it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the party to carry the 
State with machine nominations. Grant’s nom- 
ination would render the success of the party in 
this State extremely problematical. It would 
be a machine nomiuation. 

Would his election be opposed by any other 
class of Republicans! 

Yes; I think it would be opposed by another 
class of Republicans whose prejudices against a 
third term are stronger than even that other 
prejudice against the machine. There can be no 
doubt that a great body of the very best Repub- 
licans have a deep and incredible feeling against 
a third term. So strong and general is this 
feeling thatit bas created a custom against 
third terms. It cannot be denied that the feel- 
ing is deep and wholesome. There is no reason 
at present for trying to overthrow it. Grant's 
election is not necessary. . It is not sought on 
any good grounds of public policy. It is not 
urged to accomplish any peeded National ob- 
ject. It is not suggested as a meaus to secure 
any desirable thing which cannot be just as well 
secured by the election of any other nominee. 
There is, in fact, neither reason or occasion for 
it. Then, why attempt it?

THE THIRD-TERM CANVASS.

There ig no disputing the fact that Grant can- 
not command the vote of the German-Amer- 
icans, either East ur West. That he. would be 
distasteful to the last degree to a very large 
and inflyential class of Republicans in every 
Btate north of Mason and Dixon’s line must be 
admitted also. It is conceded that in the recent 
elections in New York the independent Repub- 
licans, although but imperfectly organized and 
directed by young and inexperienced men, with 
scarcely enough money at their command to 
pay, their printing bills, polled at least 
20,000 votes against Cornell. This was 
done when the State canvass was avowedly 
conducted on a strictly sectional issue, with 
every advantage to the Conkling wing of the 
party which the Chisolm and Dixon murders in 
Mississippi could give it. It is not a wild calcu- 
lation to estimate the Republican votes in New 
York which would be cast against Grant as the 
Revublican candidate, provided an unobjection- 
able Northern Union Democrat was the nominee 
of the Democracy, at 50,000. Well-informed 
men say that with such a candidate the Demo- 
crate could easily carry Massachusetts agaivst 
Grant; and an enthusiastic Sherman Republican 
has ſust told me that Grant would fail to carry 
Ohio against Thurman by more than 380,000 
votes. My enthusiastic Sherman friend is an 
Ohio man, and of course be must have a favorit 
son of Onio to base his calculations on. 

But, in the face of all this, Sherman favored 
the election of Don Cameron to the Chairman- 
ship of the National Republican Committee. 
Uvon the authority of W. E. Chandler 1 bave 
heretofore stated that Sherman said that be was 
for Cameron, notwithstanding he knew Cameron 
was a Grant map, Grant would not be a 
candidate, and, after Grant, Cameron was for 
Sherman. Now, is it possible that John Sher- 
man knows. more of Grant’s intentions than 
the men who have furnished the cash to foot all 
his bills in bis tour around the world, and are 
still paying for the monster pageants that have 
been gotten up, and are to be gotten up, along 
the line of his journey through the United 
States? Can it be that John Sherman 
knows better than Don Cameron what 
Grant’s plansare? 1 think it doubtful. I know 
Sherman has written s letter which was called 
out by some malicious remarks of Parson New- 
man to the effect that Sherman was friendly 
neither to Grant nor the Methodist Church, in 
which John declares that be has always been 
the steadfast friend of Grant from the capture 
of Fort Donelson to the present day. and that 
be recognizes the Methodist Church as the 
especial. friend of the Union and one of the 
strongest bulwarks of the Republican party. 
I know, also, that the Shermans have never 
in the past suffered any rivalry, either mili- 
tary or political, to.endanger their popularity 
by rumning counter to the views, known 
or supposed, of Grant. If there has 
been any particulariy close intimacy between 
the Shermans aud Grant during the past ten 
years, | bave rot heard it spoken of by usually 
well-informed men in Washington. I have been 
puzzied, therefore, to understand the preference 
Sberman manifested so substantially for Came- 
rou in the contest for the Chairmanship of the 
National Committee. I was forced to the con- 
clusion that Sherman’s candidacy depended upon 
Grant’s. If Grant was n candidate, be would 


not be. By placing himself in this attitude, if | 


it should bappen that Grant should not seek 
the nomination, he would be in a position to 
prevent Cameron from wielding asolid Penusyl- 
vania delegation in conjunction with Conkling, 
as be did in 18768 But I am assured by 
one who is in Sherman’s confidence, and 
who talks unreservedly to me, that in no pos- 
sible contingency will Sherman be bowled off 
the track by Grant or any other candidate.

This 
is characteristic of a Sherman. They usually 
know what they are about, and don’t undertake 
impossibilities.

The delegations from Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Texas, West Virginia, and 
Delaware would naturally be for Grant, because 
nine-tenths of the voters in those States are ne- 


groes, and Grant and the Repubiican party are 


to their dulled intelligence correlative terms. 
The majority of the Federal officeholders are, 
bowever, undoubtedly for Sherman, and their 
ability to manipulate the party machinery will 
not be disputed. 

It is for the purpose of checkmating Sherman 
in the Southern States that the Grant managers 
have determined upon an aggressive campaign 
from this time forward. If they can rouse the 
negroes and send experienced agents to man- 
age for them the power they undoubtedly 
possess, Sbherman’s officeholders will find it up- 
bill work to manage things. The Grant caval- 
cade has therefore been turned southward, and 
the receptions in Richmond, Weldon, Wilming- 
ton, Columbia, and Savannah are expected to 
do wonders. Ihe addition of Phil Sheridan to 
the party has been weil conceived for its politic- 
al effect—his name answering quite as well for 
that purpose as Gen. Sherman’s would. 

Altogether the struggle for tne Republican 
nomination promises at this time to be an inter- 
esting one. The Grant boom bas the advantage, 
but that his managers do not consider it a walk 
over is clear from the fact that they deem it 
necessary to throw off all disguises and begin 
an energetic canvass. They recognize, doubt- 
less, that recent occurrences in Maine have given 
Blaine a fine opportunity to manufacture a good 
deal of National capital for himself. They know 
that no man living can make more out of an op- 
portunity like this than Blaine can. Hence they 
tbink that there are manifold reasons for activi- 
ty upon their own part.

The subject of the prevailing distress in Ire- 
land is exciting wider and more emphasized 
consideration from thoughtful peopie of Irish 
birth and sympathies as the situation becomes 
more fully understood from day today. Lead- 
ing English pavers denied the existence of any 
unusual prtyation calling for the serious atten- 
tion of the Government or the public of En- 
gland, but the Herald has. published enough al- 
ready on the subject, more especially the evt 
dence of Archbishop Lynch, of Toronto, given 
from actual observation of thie scenes he de- 
scribes, toconvioce most minds that an alarming 
state of distress exists at thid moment in Ire- 
land demanding the watchful attention of all 
friends of humanity. A sure indication of this 
fact is found in the great increase in the 
amount of money transmitted to Ireland within 
the vast few months as compared with the cor- 
responding period last year. Private corre- 
spondence from the other side must 
have brought many tales of want, 
and the generous responses that are 
now being made show that the poor Irish 
people remember with affection the relatives 
they left behind them. One agency alone, the 
Irish Emigrant Society, sold recently in a week 
£7,000 pounds in drafts on Ireland, bought, in 
most instances, by the humblest class of work- 
ing people. It is not believed by those who are 
best acquainted with Ireland that the present 
condition of affairs will improve ‘as the season 
advances, but rather that each recurring day 
will show a worse record than the preceding one. 
A good deal of apprehension is felt for the 
crisis that may come when the spring sets in. 
About that time it¥s calculated the present re- 
sources of the people will be entirely exhausted, 
and, as no crops are ripe and fit for food till the 
summer of the year, the possible consequences 
may be aporeciated. The best class of repre- 
sentative Irish citizens in New York are giving 
the subject of organizing a scheme to meet any 
emergency that may arise their earnest atten- 
tion. Should famine unhappily set in, they hope 
to be able to do all that human hearts and hands 
can dp to mitigate its horrors. 

RICHARD O’GORMAN’S VIEWS. 

To ascertain the feeling among prominent 
frishmen, a Herald reporter called yesterday 
upon Mr. Richard O’Gorman, and said, The 
Hera d would like to know, Mr. O’Gorman, if 
you have avy means of ascertaining the real ex- 
tent and nature of the distress in Ireland, and 
what you consider the best scheme for relieving 

? 
ae am in correspondence with several persons 
in Ireland, but I have not been advised so far as 
to the actual extent of the distress prevailing,”’ 
was the reply. I am not aware in what parts 
of Ireland it is most felt, but I expect soon to 
receive detailed and definit information on these 
poiats. I have alread, written to Ireland: to 
suggest the formation of a relief committee 
over there, and. iu conversation with several 
bankers and othersia this city, the subject of 
forming a relief committee here was talked over, 
ana no doubt proper steps will be taken withont 
delay. My idea is to have a Central Relief Com- 
mittee both here and in Ireland, corresponding 
and co-operating witb each other, so that a prop- 
er and intelligent application of the funds raised 
to relieve the destitution may be made. This 
was the plan adopted in 1862, and it worked 
with satisfaction.“ 

„Was there any organization of the Mud in 
existente in 1847?” 

“{ rather thiok not. The famine of that year 
broke on the country most unexpectedly, and at 
a time when the population was 3,000,000 great- 
er than it is now. it was caused by the almost 
total destruction of the potato crop, which was 
almost the sole sustenance of the people. The 
persons who showed the most prescience in or- 


ganizing relief measures in that terrible time 
few weeks the drafts on Ireland bave been un- 


were the Quakers. They established depots in 
different parts of the country communicating 
witb a central agency, which so systemized the

money and means at their command was made 
to go a long way.” 

Do you apprehend the oceurrence of famine 
in Ireland this winter?” 

While there may be no absolute fam- 
must, in the nature of things, 
be a great deal of stern want. Many of the 
farmers have monev in the savings banks, and 
this will bide them over the present, but there 
is a great multitude, composed of laborers 
and the like, who have vo money saved, and 
who live from hand to mouth, and on these the 
prevailing distress will fall with great severity. 
In a country with little manufacture, where the 
people depend wholly on the products of the 
soil, which are so largely at the merq of the 
ity ma 
be expected. Where the people have to seil 
eattle to buy clothes and other commodities 
which their own labor does not produce the con- 
ditions of life must be precarious.” 

ARCHBISHOP LY NCH’S SUGGESTION. 

“What do you think of the suggestion of 
Archbishop Lynch about providing for the di- 
rect landing of food supplies in Ireland from 
America?’ . - 

“The Arebbishop’s views regarding the dis- 
tress in Helaud are well conceivea and ex- 
pressed, but as to establishing depots for Amer- 
ican supplies in lreland, and landing them there 
direct, I fear that it wili not be effective, unless 
as a business enterprise that meu will enter 
into it or not according as they think it may 
pay. Whether it would pay I, of course, am 
not able to determine.“ 

“Do you expect any beneficial results from 
the land agitation ?”’ 

“T think if the subject be calmly and wisely 
considered in Parliament, the farming and labor- 
ing classes both in England and Ireland being so 
deeply interested in this problem of the soil, 
and if no jil-advised utterances are indulged m. 
no efforts made to excite the passions of suffer- 
ing and huogry men, that the Legislature will 
be compelied to devise a remedy that will recon- 
cile the interests of tenant and landlord without 
With the spread of intelli- 
gence and technical education it must be possi- 
ble to discover branches of industry in which 
Ireland might excel as she now does in the north- 
ern part in the linen manufacture. Switzerland, 
for example, at one time had only the manufac- 
ture of watches to depend on, the country being 


| for the most part barren,—a land of mountains, 
lakes, and giaciers.—but now the Swiss have 
| other industries, especially that of lace, and 
| they area bappy and contented people. You 


know that at one time in ireland the making of 
woolen goods was a large aud prosperous busi- 
ness. English interests were opposed to it, and 
by most jealous and unjust legislation it was 
crusbed out of existence.” 

“What difference do you recognize between 
the i of the Irish and the English peas- 
ant * 

“The chief difference ts that one is Irish and 
the other English. Io Ireland the ownership of 
the land has in it still some memories and stains 
of ancient conquest aud confiscations, and the 
rights of the tenants are hardly yet recogoized 
as equal in sanctity to the rights of landlords. 
In England the occupier and tiller of the soil 
has the force of various beneficent local, tradi- 
tional, and soci*l usages to protect him from 
any gross exercise of injustice and oppression. 
He is generally allowed compensation for the 
improvements he makes on bis farm. These 
things have much to do with the difference in 
the comforts of the two.“

Should a real famine ensue spasmodic attempts 
made here and therein different parts of this 
country to meet it would be entirely ineffectual, 
and, therefore, it would become necessary to 
have a well organized committee established 
here, with connections throughout the States, so 
as to be able to direct a full and steady stream 
of aid to places where it may be required. As it 
is, there is a great, silent, dev but un- 
known committee, composed of faithful and 
loving Irish hearts, in full operation. They are 
remitting money th h the Irish Emigrant 
Society and other chanoels to their relatives and 
friends in every parish in every county in Ire- 
land, and a great deal of money gets into the 
hands of those who are oy oe In ad- 
dition to the work done by the ety the large 
bankers down town are selling considerable 
sums, probably in the aggregate quite as much 
as the Society. It is, therefore, easy to see how 
much money goes to Ireland in that quiet way. 
I do not think the distress now existing is any- 
thing like what it will be toward the spring. 
The people in Ireland have, as a rule, saved a 
little money from the barvest, and they bave 
some potatoes, oats, and grain to live upon, be- 
sides their hogs and cattie. These resou 
however, will be exhausted as sor. aporoach: 
es, apd then the severest pinch will be felt 
the demands on the benevolent will be the 
greatest. As it is, a great deal of money from 
private sources has been forwarded to the im- 
poverisbed districts.”’

suppose the Irish exodus after this season 
will de as great as it was after the famine in 
1847, when every family which could emigrate 
did so,and looking at the statistics of the 
Emigration Board of New York, we find that 
trom 53,000 arrivals in 1847 it jumped to 98,000 
in 1848, to 112,000 ia 1849, to 117,000 in 1850, and 
to 168,500 in 1851. The force of the famine 
here expended itself, and the figures feil off 
gradual y, till in 1861 they counted only 25,000, 
rhe distress of 1860 sent up the numbers again, 
— yey the Civil Wer in this country, and in 
1863 they reached as high as 91,158. From that 
time till the panic of 1873 the average was 
about 70,000 a year; and subsequent to that 
period there was a rapid decline till 1877,—a 
prosperous year in ireland,—when there was 
the lowest Irish emigration in over thirty vears, 
it beiuz only 8,221. The year 1878 gives a 
record of 18,013, and as an indication of how 
the bard times have come again this vear of 
our Lord, 1879, will foot up an emigration of 
nearly 40,000, and the year 1880 will probably. 
more than double the number.“ 

NEW YORK’S LIBERALITY. 

Mr. Henry L. Hoguet, President of the Em. 
grants’ Industrial Savings Bank, in answer toa 
question as to what information he 
concerning the state of things in Ireland, said: 
The correspondence I have with Ireland is 


confined to Dublin, and is not apt to throw | 


much light on the state of the agricultural 
districts, but, from the fact that within the past 


usually large, I should say considerable distress 
existed, and that, juding from past experieece, 
affairs will be likely to grow worse before they 
grow better.” 

What plan of relief would you suggest?’ 

“T would suggest the same system as we had 
before in 1862. We did very well at this side, 
but there were some complaints across the 
water that the money was unequally distributed 
among the different parts of the country.” 

Po you think a relief committee here would 
— — successful now in raising subscrip- 

ons 

“New York subscribed as much money then 
as the aggregate of all the other centres of pop- 
ulation, but 1 doubt if the subecriptions this 
time would be as large. The people are not as 
well off now, and many noble-hearted Irishmen 
then living bave quit the stage, and there are 
few to take their places. Wereceived some big 
sudsuriptions without solicitation, but in 3 
hearty, off-hand way, $1,000 and $5 000 beme 
freely given as individual subscriptions. Still. 1 
suppose there would be no lack of generous aid 
if the ball was once set in motion,” 

Mr. William R. Grace, of Wall street, was 
asked if he would favor bringing the 
people of Ireland out here, and he answered: 
‘Decidedly; I'd bring them all out hereif it 
were possible. Of course, practically, there 
could not be any extensive transportation, and 
in apy case the process would be slow; but cases 
of actual distress would be better relieved in 
this way, because from year to year we are re- 
minded of this cry of famine, and the fewer left 
in the country who might possibly fail its vic- 
tims the better. I was in England and Ireland 
last year, and both countries appesred to me to 
be suffering badly. Emigration appears to be 
what the English have decided upon to get out 
of their troubles, and the same might prove 
panacea for the distress in Ireland.“ 

Have you learned from any sources in Ire- 
land the extent of the dist ** 

* Nothing beyond what I casually read in the 
papefs; but I have no doubt, from what I ob- 
served a year ago, that the wretched state of 
things can hardly be exaggerated.”’ 

Mr. Eugene Kelly, the banker, on being asked 
if his house was now sending many drafts to 
Ireland and if he knew much of the state of af- 
fairs in that country, replied: ‘‘ No, that busi-

THE DOOM OF THE CZAR. 


The Revolutionary Committee Avows His 
Death to Be One of Its Objects. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London Daily 
News has received from St. Petersburg a copy of 
a proclamation issued by the Revolutionary 
Committee on the day that the Czar returned to 
St. Petersburg. it reads as follows: 

FROM THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTED. 

St. PstzerssvuraG, Nov. 22, 1879.—On the 19th 
of this month, on the Moscow and Kursk Rail- 
way, by order of the Executive Committee, an 
attempt was made on the life of Alexander II. 
by means of an explosion. The attempt failed. 
We do not find it convenient to publish at the 
present time the cause of the failure. We are 
convinced that our agents and our party will 
not be disheartened at the failure of the at- 
tempt, but will gain from it a new experience, a 
lesson of precaution, and at the same time fresh 
consciousness of t own power and of the 
possibility of a successful issue. Addressing 
ourselves to all honest Russian citizens 
who value liberty, to whom the national 
will and the national interests are sacred, we 
once again point to Alexander LI. as the per- 
sonification of a despicable despotism, of all 
that is cowardly and sanguinary. The reign of 
Alexander II., from the beginning to the end, is 
a lie, in which the famous emancipation of the 
sert ends with Makoff’s circular. From the 
commencement to the end it has been devoted 
to the consolidation_of the classes hostile to the 
people and the destruction of everything by 
which the people lived and wish to live. The 
will of the ple w ever so contemptuously 

and trampled on. The present reign 
has supported by every means all those who rob 
and oppress the people, and at the same 
time systematically exterminated all who are 
honest and devoted to the nation. There is not 
one village that has not supplied martyrs, who 
have been deported to Siberia for supporting 
Communal interests and for protesting against 
the Administration among the intelli-

* to live several more. use, 

I do say it myself, I go at 
the thing rationally. Ordinarily a man doesn’t 
need to swallow tea to tell whether it is good or 
not. up to a certain grade, or below it. It is 
only necessary to take it into the mouth, hold it 
on the tongue a moment, and then spit it out. 
The sense of smell is also of great assistance in 
making these tests. The practice is to smeil 
the tea when it's bot, aud taste it when it’s 
merely warm.“ 

„Which is your best teahere?’’ called out one 
of the firm at this juncture, addressing his ques- 
tion to the expert, who designated a certain red 
tea-can of gunpowder which he allutied to as 
** Moyune.”’ 

The questioner got out the can, as well as 
two others of similar shape and size, but con- 
taining different teas, weighed out enough of 
each for a test, poured it into the cups, and 
added some boiling water. When the three 
concoctions were sufficiently “‘steeped,’’ he be- 
gan the smelling and tasting process. The ex- 
pert in the meantime had been called away to 
attend to a customer, so that the testing was 
carried on while his back was turned. 

% Now tell me which was your ‘crack’ 
sample, said the gentleman who had deen 

TASTING THE THREE TEAS, 

and who had taken the precaution to turn the 
cans around so that the labels were no longer 
exposed and the expert could not distinguish 
his favorit sample from the others. 

_ “Trying to vut upa job on me, are you?” 
Said the expert, in a tone which indicated that 
the accomplishment of a trick of that sort on 
him involved no little cleverness. After care- 
fully smelling the samples, be tasted each of 
them, hoiding the tea in bis mouth merely for 
an instant, and then spitting it out. At the 
conclusion of the test he unerringly pronounced 
in favor of the identical crack sample, 
though the label to the can had been turned 
away from him all the time, and he 
had hed to depend solely on his gifts 
as a esmeller and taster. It would 
have been difficalt to devise a more fair and sat- 
isfactory test. It was equal, in fact, to what 
Expert No. 1 bad said about being able to tell 
the grade of a tea blindfolded. 

The evidence, so far as the testimony of these 
two experts is concerned,—and they stand as 
repreecotatives of the tea-tasters in the city,— 
is certainly against the notion that tea-tasting ts 
as injurious as it is commonly believéd to be; 
and reason and common sense seem to go with 
Expert No. 2, when he staves that it all depends 
on how it is done, and points to his New York 
exemplar as an evidence of the truth contained 
in his statement.

Mustangs in Texas Thirty Years Ago. 
Texas Mute Ranger. 

The word mustang is a corruption of mesteno, 
the Mexican name tor a wild horse. Many years 
ago there were thousands, no doubt millions, of 
those animals in Texas. In 1549, and for several 
years thereafter, they were numerous in the re- 
gion hetween the Nueces River and the Rio 
Grande. They were found further north, but 
not in such numbers. Immense herds of wild 
horses could be seen grazing on the praries.
